by the failure of the government to 
completely stamp out the Spartacan 
uprising, arc planning to proclaim es* 
tabliehm ent of a soviet republic next 
month. 
W hile the 
cabinet 
continues 
to 
struggle with the Spartacans and tries 
to untangle the apparently hopeless 
food1, industrial and political problems, 
ail radical elem ents are 
uniting 
in 
perfecting 
their 
revolutionary 
pro­ 
gram. 
They are confident they will 
win from the exhausted government. 
Even governm ent officials are begin­ 
ning to adm it the cabinet’s position 
Is seriously threatened despite the op­ 
tim istic reto rts given out by the offi­ 
cial press bureau aud the semi-official 
Wolff agency. 
Conservative members 
of the foreign 
office, 
supporters 
of 
W ar M inister Noeke and others, are 
speculating as to the endurance of 
the Ebert-Scheidemann 
government. 
Although the government has by 
no 
means suffered m ilitary 
defeat, 
its 
troops have not succeeded 
in 
sur­ 
rounding the Spartacans, who 
have 
escaped from various nets aud have 
retreated into the suburbs, where they 
are resisting desperately and cleverly. 
The government so far has been un­ 
able to m uster enough troops to cap­ 
ture the Spartacans and at the same 
tim e effectively guard the large Bel­ 
li! area. 
The newspapers are filled 
with advertisem ents calling for volun­ 
teers to fill up the republican r a i ­ 
m ents hut the responses are negligi­ 
ble. 
It is evident that large numbers of 
the Spartacans who escaped from Ber­ 
lin ate stirring up further trouble in 
outlying districts. 
Their hatred has 
been fanned by Xoske’s order to exe­ 
cute all who resist the government. 
The radicals regard this as a sign of 
weakness and final desperation on the 
part of the 
government. 
They 
em ­ 
phatically deny atrocities 
attributed 
to them by the government, declaring 
such stories are being used in an ef­ 
fort to win the People’s 
support 
of 
N'oske's harshness. 
They adm it that 
undoubtedly some escaped crim inals 
have committed acts of cruelty 
but 
say 
these 
Infrequent 
occurrences 
have been capitalized by the govern­ 
m ent press bureau and 
the 
Wolff 
agency. 
The people, following their 
usual custom, believe 
or 
disbelieve 
these stories according to the faction 
■with which they are in sympathy. 
Regardless of any claims which m ay 
be made by government agencies Ger­ 
many Is rapidly becoming 
converted 
to sovietism, as the result of radical 
propaganda and agitation. 
At the be­ 
ginning of this year the vast m ajority 
ot Germans was strongly opposed) to 
the soviets on the ground that such 
organizations 
signified 
Bolshevism. 
This idea is changing especially since 
the radicals have 
advocated 
equal 
representation of employers in all so­ 
viets, regardless of their numerical 
inferiority. 
It is now proposed th at 
the 
Bunder rat 
(upper 
legislative 
house) be abolished and a new soviet 
congress established in its place, rep­ 
resenting all working groups. 
This 
would provide representation for the] 
people according to their social sta tu s,; 
while the Reichstag would represent 
them according to localities. 
Supporters of such an..organization 
are growing rapidly. The governm ent 
may provide for it in the constitution, 
hoping thus to avoid the April revolu­ 
tion, but there is a possibility th a t the 
radicals—confident they h«ve the up­ 
per hand—will demand even more, a l­ 
though their program for governmen­ 
tal changes has not been made public. 
It is known, however, that the radicals 
believe it is necessary for the workers 
to exercise direct, control over all In­ 
dustrie*. 
They fear otherwise 
that 
many industries will remain idle, since 
the capitalists are not eager to 
re­ 
open their factories, In view of their 
impending socialisation.

Forty to Sixty Days to be Al­ 
lowed For Ratification, 
Believed Today

PARIS, Mar. 17— Final action 
on 
the m ilitary term s of the prelim inary 
peace treaty with Germany waa to be 
taken by the suprem e w ar council 
this afternoon. 
The treaty will be presented to the 
Germans about March 25. according 
to general opinion today. 
This slight 
disarrangement of previous plans is 
due 
to 
the 
necessity 
of Premier 
Llovd-George to return to England the 
last of this w’eek. 
He is expected to 
return to Paris next Monday. 
While the forthcoming treaty with 
Germany is termed preliminary, it is 
to all Intents and purposes final. 
It 
fixes that country’s military and na­ 
val status, defines its boundaries and 
disposes of the questions of repara­ 
tions and economic freedom. 
It will 
I not be really effective, however, until 
I it is ratified by all or a fixed percent­ 
age of the signatory nations, 
Tile 
period for ratification by the Allied 
nations may be at least forty to sixty 
days. 
This will give an opportunity 
for the calling of a special session or 
the American Congress enabling 
the 
Senate to act. 
Germany will probably be given a 
much shorter period in w-hich to ac­ 
cept the terms. 
Following this preliminary 
peace 
with Germany, there will be separate 
treaties with Austria, 
Turkey 
and 
Bulgaria, then the 
general 
treaty, 
which will clean up all loose ends, 
co-ordinate the separate pacts, estab­ 
lish anv remaining into-allied bound­ 
aries, etc- 
It was apparent today that some of 
the peace delegates have overlooked 
the resolution passed by the plenary 
session of the peace conference cited 
by President 
Wilson 
Saturday 
as 
statements from French and British 
sources during the past 
few 
days 
have been to the effect that the league 
will not be included in the prelimin­ 
ary peace. 
It is apparent that belief 
that only the final treaty can carry 
the league 
probably 
has been influ­ 
enced by American opposition rather 
than European, according to the opin­ 
ion 
prevailing in American 
circles 
here. 
The President, following Issu­ 
ance of his statement ihat the league 
will be included In the treaty, conferr­ 
ed with Lord Cecil yesterday to dis­ 
cuss the program for handling 
the 
work of completing the league consti­ 
tution simultaneously 
with

the treaty. 
The plan for including the league 
in the preliminary treaty pointed out 
today that the present covenant was 
drawn up in thirty working hours and 
that even if numerous amendments 
are submitted the final draft can be 
quickly perfected. It is believed, how­ 
ever, that when the time comes for 
submitting amendments there will be 
comparatively few. 
Sweden is understood to have pick­ 
ed Iljalmar Brenting, Socialist lead­ 
er. to ratify the treaty as a neutral. 
Between the date of submission of 
the plenary treaty to Germany and 
its ratification by the Allies the armis­ 
tice terms will continue effective. 
Germany's commerce will he reg­

THE WAY TO GET A

In the midst of 
this 
lamentable 
political controversy over the League 
of Nations plan, there are hopeful 
signs. 
Each side is beginning to feel I 
that perhaps it has made a mistake

ent draft of the constitution is per­ 
fect ae it stands, and Republicans in

th is constitution may be 
it is

foundation on which to build. 
It rep - 1 
resents the things that the represents-j 
lives of ail the nations a t the peace 
conference have been able to agree 
on 
lf it were throw n a w a y bodily, 
the work of the conference would be 
throw n into chaos. 
It should not be ] 
cram m ed 
down 
anybody’s 
th roat; 
n eith er should it be tossed aside with 
a gesture of contem pt. 
If we do not 
build a League of N ations on th at 
foundation, we shall probably not get 
any league at all. 
G ranting that, one m ust grant that 
the constitution is open to 
am end­ 
m ent, in fundam entals as well as in 
details. 
One must also grant that 
all efforts tow ard am endm ent m ust be 
carried on in a spirit of helpfulness 
rather than a spirit of hindrance. The 
only proper attitu d e tow ard the doc­ 
um ent is a desire to m ake it w ork­ 
able, so that it will serve the purpose 
the Am erican people w ant it to serve 
The P resident is under obligation 
to welcome any reasonable suggestion: 
for am endm ent, any change that will 
help to 
make 
the 
constitution 
a c -j 
ceptable to its critics w ithout m aking 
it unacceptable to everybody else The i 
critics, on their part, are under o b li-, 
gation not to* dem and anything that 
would ruin this prom ising enterprise 
and wreck, the hopes of the world. 


D espite the reported opinion of Ad­ 
miral Benson, American chief of naval 
operations, that the captured German 
warships ought to be sunk, the Amer­ 
ican public is im patient of any such 
solution. 
As President W ilson said 
in a recent, statem ent: “It sounds like 
the counsel of men who do not know 
what else to do." 
It is som ewhat re­ 
assuring to find that the President, 
while not comm itting him self defin­ 
itely, does not w ast to sink the ships 
if it can lie helped. 
And surely it 
can be helped, if the peace conference 
will go about the matter in the calm 
and reasonable spirit it has shown in 
many other things. 
An excellent suggestion is offered 
by A ssistant Secretary .of the Navy 
Roosevelt. 
He thinks that many of 
the German warships could be con­ 
verted into merchant ships, by the 
process of removing their armor and 
armament and making som e interior 
changes to give them cargo space. 
This is no mere theory. 
There is at 
hand a concrete 
example—the 
old 
American cruiser Boston, 
which 
is 
now a cargo steamer operating 
be­ 
tween Pacific Coast ports and Alaska. 
It is said to have proved quite ser­ 
viceable. 


In view of the world’s shortage of 
trade tonnage, as Mr. R oosevelt ar­ 
gues, it would be unpardonable 
to 
scuttle any ships th at could thus be 
turned to commercial use. 
I 
lf this is not done, and if th ere is 
1 any difficulty about distributing 
the 
German craft among tile Allied pow­ 
ers as fighting ships, it seem s clear 
that they ought st least to lie salvaged 
ra th er than sunk as thev are, the en­ 
gines. dynam os brass, guns and other 
usable m aterial being taken out and 
only the useless shells sent to the 
; bottom. 
This could be done with the 
I' boats, as well as the larg er vessels. 
If they are to be “scrapped” at all, 
let it be done scientifically.

Mar. 17.—Secretary 
of the Treasury Giass has just an­ 
nounced that the campaign, for the 
Victory loan will open Monday. April 
21. and close on Saturday, May IO. Dur­ 
ing that period short term notes to the 
extent of |7,OOO,Out),OOO will have to be 
disposed of. 
The notes will mature in from one to 
five years. 
The rate of interest has 
not been fixed, but it is believed that 
it will be 4*4 Per cent. Tho last Lib­ 
erty loan was issued at 4M per cent, 
but on account of super taxes and 
profit taxes under the war revenue bill 
it has been found that it would be im 
possible to float another issue at that 
low rate. 
Secretary Glass appeals to the peo­ 
ple to support the loan in the same 
patriotic manner in which the previous 
Liberty loans were supported. 
Formal Statement Issued 
The formal statement issued by Sec­ 
retary Glass is as follows: 
“The Victory Liberty Loan will open 
on Monday, April 21, and will close on 
Saturday, May IO. Under the act of 
Congress, approved 
September 
24, 
1917, and amendments thereto, 
the 
Secretary of the Treasury still has the 
authority to issue bonds similar to 
those of the second, third and fourth 
Liberty Loans to the extent of not over 
$5,022,518,000. but any issue of bonds 
under authority of this act is limited 
as to rate of interest to a maximum of 
4% per cent per annum and would be 
subject to supertaxes and profits taxes 
except for the right to participate in 
the exemption of $5000 
principal 
amount with other outstanding issues 
of Liberty bonds and certificates. 
“The Congress has now passed the 
Victory Loan Act, which was approved 
March 3’. 1919, under which the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury is authorized to 
issue notes of the United States to the 
extent of not over $7,000,000,000 upon 
such terms and conditions and at such 
rate or rates of Interest as he may 
prescribe. 
It is provided in this act 
that these notes shall be payable at 
such time or times, not less than one 
year or more than five years from the 
date of issue, as may be prescribed by 


the secretary. 
Reason Given for Notes 
“After studying financial conditions 
in-all parts of the country I have de­ 
termined that the interests of the Unit- 
ed States will be best served at this 
time by the issuance of short term 
notes rather than of longer term 
bonds, which would have to bear the 
limited rate of interest of 4*4 per cent. 
“The Victory Liberty loan, there­ 
fore, will take the form of notes of the 
United' States, maturing in not over 
five years from date of issue. These1 
notes will be, as w'ere tho Liberty loan 
bonds, the direct promise to pay of the 
United States, will be Issued both in 
registered and coupon form, and the 
coupon notes will be in final form and 
will have attached the interest cou­ 
pons covering the entire life of the 
notes. I am hopeful that tile notes’fn 
final engraved form will be ready for 
delivery by tile opening of the cam* 
paign on April 21. 
“I ain led to adopt the plan of issu­ 
ing short-term notes rattier than long­ 
term bonds, largely because of the fact 
that I believe that a short-term issue 
will maintain a price at about par aft­ 
er the campaign is concluded far more 
readily thun would a longer-term is­ 
sue. 
“I have not yet reached a conclu­ 
sion, as to the rate of interest and ex­ 
emptions from taxations which these 
notes will bear, because this decision 
must he based on existing conditions 
immediately prior to the opening of 
the campaign. 
Appeals to People 
“I take this opportunity to repeat 
what I have already stated, that it is 
the intention of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. to carry on the same kind of in­ 
tensive campaign for distribution as 
heretofore.

Shall We Penalize 
Sincerity? 


Article I of tho Amendments to tho Federal CoiusUtution guaran­ 
tees to us free worship, free press and free speech. Our Continental 
sires struggled against almost insuperable odds to establish these 
principles, and many of us still believe that they did wisely. 
During the war it wras deemed to be advisable that these basic 
guarantees of American liberty should be abridged, and nowhere is 
this fact more signally illustrated than in tho treatment accorded Hie 
eight leaders of the INTERNATIONAL BIBLE STUDENTS ASSO­ 
CIATION (perhaps more easily recognized by tho name of their 
founder and leader, the late Pastor Charles T. Russell), seven of 
whom were given sentences of twenty years each, and the other of 
ten years in the U. S. Penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia, for alleged 
violation of the Espionage Act. They have been denied bail pending 
their appeal, aud now' the release of hundreds of their fellow prison­ 
ers is being recommended, while they, apparently are to be continued 
in confinement. 
The official Court record of their nearly three weeks' trial in 
Brooklyn, New York, last summer, fails utterly to show any intent on 
the part of the defendants to obstruct tile prosecution of the war. 
Indeed, it leaves much room for doubt in the layman’s mind whether 
thoro was even a technical violation of the oddly named Espionage 
Law, the chief objection on the part of tho Government’s attorneys 
centering in two or three passages in THE FINISHED MYSTERY, a 
commentary on certain Bible prophecies and symbols. 
Mauy of those who are most familiar with the circumstances 
leading up to the indictment and conviction of these men. believe 
firmly that the whole matter was a well-laid piece of religious perse­ 
cution, made possible of accomplishment by abnormal public senti­ 
ment and governmental war necessity. Considerable color is lent to 
this view by the fact that one of the two passages most strongly ob­ 
jected to was a quotation from a prominent New York divine, who 
freely circulated the same statement during several months of the 
war and who was never called to public account therefor. These 
eight men are in prison partly for the utterances of another, who has 
gone scot free! 
There ean be no mistaking the fact that these Bible Students are 
not cheek-and-jowling with our older church systems. 
But is that 
sufficient reason for putting them in prison for twenty years, or for 
twenty days? 
The severity of the sentence was extreme—as extreme as tho 
law allowed them to be made. On this point tho New York Post of 
June 22, 1918, said: 


“Judge H. B. Howe, of the United States District Court in 
Brooklyn, sentenced the religious persons before him to twen­ 
ty years each in prison. It was necessary, he said, to make 
an example of those who sincerely taught this religion, which. 
Uke that of the Mennonites and the Quakers and mauy other 
sects, forbids the taking up of arms. They were guilty, plain­ 
ly, of having urged men lo follow' what they considered the 
ll 
achings of the Lord, and to apply literally tile command | 
ent, ’Thou shalt not kill.’ So the jury could do nothing leas 
titan find them guilty of having violated the statutes of the 
country, whatever may be the correctness or Incorrectness 
of their attitude tow'ard the moral and religious law. We 
trust that teachers of religion everywhere will take notice of 
this judge’s opinion that teaching any religion save that 
which is absolutely in accord with statute laws is a grave 
crime which is intensified If, being a minister of the Gospel, 
you should still happen to be sincere. Thoro is no doubt that 
Judge Howe made his sentences severe enough; they are 
about double those imposed by the Kaiser upon. the Socialist* 
who have been trying to upset his wicked regime, and thrq$ 
tunes longer than many sentences of would-be regicides.” 


In other words, if they had been insincere they would have re­ 
ceived a lighter sentence, perhaps none at all! 
Eight Christian men have had their liberties taken away by the 
operation of a law that was admittedly unconstitutional, in that it did 
“prohibit the free exercise” or their religion. But let, all 
Btu, 
attributed to the excesses inevitable in war time. Whether a 
was made by putting them in prison or not, it would surely be mom 
than a mistake, it would be a grave injustice and a 
to leave them there, now But Bu war la over.
